Government, Its Use and Abuses 


(Continued) 


In our previous article we dealt 
with the divine origin of govern- 
ment. Here let us continue it un- 
der the following facts: 

1. If government was “set in 
the church” by God, then both its 
origin and purpose is divine and 
our authority for the use of it to- 
day is also divine. 

2. Not only do we find it of di- 
vine origin but by manipulation of 
that principle we find its approval, 
continuance, and _ perpetuation 
within the Church evidenced by 
divine authority throughout. It, 
therefore, has the approval and 
stamp of God upon it. 

(a) In Acts 14:23 we have it 
“and when they had ordained them 
elders in every church,” also in 
Titus 1:5 we have it “ordain elders 
in every city.”” The manner of or- 


dainment in Acts 14:23 in some 
sense differs from the ‘“ordain- 


ment” of the twelve mentioned in 
John 15:16. Elders ordained by the 
church had merely the selection 
and approval of the church as 
their authority. The Greek word 
used for ordainment here is 
“cheirotonesantes” which means 
to stretch out the hands or to point 
with the hand, possibly a vote or 
sanction of the Church given to 
those who were selected to fill the 
office of elder. In Titus 1:5 it 
comes from ‘“katastasis” which 
means an appointing, establishing, 
an appointment, institution; (2) to 
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bring before an assembly, a pres- 
entation. Both the above serip- 
tures refer to the method of selec- 
tion by the church. Such _ elders 
received their divine ‘“ordainment~ 
in their ministerial call and quali- 
fications from God. 1. It was the 
duty of God to call and qualify ail 
min‘sters. 2. It was the duty of the 
church to institute or recognize 
them by putting them into the? 
divinely appointed places. This was 
also true of the first missionary 
sent, Acts 13:2.We must, however, 
recognize that the firsteldersofthe 
church, who received their ordain- 
ment and appointment from the 
Lord Himself, were not selected by 
the church, as were elders, bishops, 
and overseers of later years. These 
latter must, however, receive their 
divine and original appointment 
from God, but sanctioned by the 
Church. 
Number and Rank 


1. The number of apostles, who 
were also elders, was twelve, per- 
haps a representative number of 
the tribes of Israel. Dr. E. W. Bul- 
linger, in his ‘““Number in  Scrip- 
ture” has the following to say con- 
cerning the number twelve: “It is 
a perfect number, signifying per- 
fection of government or of gov- 
ernmental perfection. It is found 
as a multiple in all that has to do 
with rule. The sun which ‘rules’ 
the day and the moon and stars 


which ‘govern’ the night do so by 
their passage through the twelve 
signs of the Zodiac which com- 
plete the great circle of the heav- 
ens of 360 (12x30) degrees or di- 
visions, and thus govern the year.” 
Thus twelve is originally found 
associated with the divine principle 
of government in the universe. 

In Revelation 14:1 the twelve 
tribes of Israel, who were mention- 
ed as sealed in Rev. 7:1, and 
twelve thousand of each are seen 
standing with the Lamb on Mt. 
Sion. These are the firstfruits un- 
to God and the Lamb. Thus the 
twelve tribes and twelve thousand 
of each form a foundation number 
of the kingdom of Israel over 
which Christ shall reign as King. 
The institution of the Kingdom is 
itself also found to be a multiple 
of twelve. Contrast this number 
with Eph. 2:20 where the founda- 
tion of the church is mentioned 
and note that James has called 
the church in Jas. 1:18 “a kind of 
firstfruits’ and leaves the idea 
that it differs from the firstfruits 
mentioned in Rev. 14:4. It is par- 
ticularly significant that the patri- 
archal government of the kingdom 
of Israel was first ministered upon 
the seed of the twelve patriarchs 
whose seed were to inherit and 
rule the world. Therefore we find 
the number twelve associated with 
both Old and New Testament in- 
stitutions as governmental factors, 
which traces itself through into

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BERLIN, May 10. (AP).—The 
belief that Jesus has become pow- 
erful among the Germans because 
of Adolf Hitler, has been advanced 
by Nazi German Christians of 
Brunswick. In their official organ, 
the Brunswick Protestant Nazis 
put forward the following thesis: 
“In Hitler, time has been fulfilled 
for the German people, for Christ, 
who is God’s helper and Saviour, 
has through Hitler become power- 
ful among us. 

“Hence, Naziism has a positive 
Christianity of deeds. Hitler is now 
the way of the Spirit and the will 
of God lead‘ng to the Christian 
Church of German Nations.” 

The above statement is ex- 
trem¢ly surprising from any Chris- 
tian people. It expresses profound 
ignorance of God’s plan for and 
His manner of dealing with His 
people. The injuries done by Hitler 
to the Jewish people fo.ever set 
aside any possibilities of his hav- 
ing any spiritual relationship with 
Christ, the Jewish Messiah. To oi- 
fer such praise in the name of 
Christianity is blasphemy, pure 
and simple.

122:7. This was David’s prayer 
concerning Jerusalem.

The blessings desired are peace 
and prosperity. 

Peace 

We will first consider peace. 
“Peace be within thy walls.’”’ Peace 
is the opposite of confusion and 
strife. See Psa. 133:1, “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in 
unity! The Church has often been 
the seat of discord and contention. 
See this at Rome, Rom. 16:17,

mark them which cause divisions 
and offences contrary to the doc- 
trine which ye have learned; and 
avoid them.” 
Prosperity

ing, advancing, and if we can have 
peace, prosperity is sure to follow. 
When the Church was continuing 
steadfastly in the apostles’ doc- 
trine and fellowship, Acts 2:42-47, 
these brethren were all teaching 
the same doctrine. One did not 
come along today and preach that 
everybody that was saved would 
go up in the rapture; and another 
one, that the bride would go and 
some would have to go thru the 
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tribulation; and one come along 
and preach that we got sanctified 
when we got saved; and another, 
that it is a second work of grace.

See Phil. 3:15-17. “Let us there- 
fore, as many as be perfect, be 
thus minded; and if in any thing 
ye be otherwise minded, God shall 
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reveal even this unto you. Never- 
theless, whereto we have already 
attained, let us walk by the same 
rule, let us mind the same thing. 
Brethren, be followers together of 
me, and mark them which walk so 
as ye have us for an example.” 
When the members of the Church 
are growing in knowledge and holi- 
ness, whole soul rising into more 
and more of the life and Spirit of 
God, there will be many asking 
their way to Zion. 





Submission

“My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of him: For 
whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth,” Heb. 12:5, 6. 

We understand by the latter part 
of the scripture quoted that we as 
children of God shall not escape 
the chastening of the Lord, so if 
you have not already had a touch 
from His chastening rod, you may 
look for it, for it is sure to come in 
some form. It is left up to us as 
free moral agents as to how we 
receive it, but, beloved, let’s not 
be like a lady I once saw who had 
a little five-year-old son who was 
seriously injured in a train wreck. 
I chanced to be near 
wreck occured and saw the mother 
and injured son. No doubt he was 
the idol of her heart as he was her 
only child. Oh, how she did accuse 
God for being so cruel to allow it 
to happen! She almost cursed God. 
How she should have submitted 
and humbled herself and _ per- 
chance God would have spared her 
son; but nay, he was rushed to the 
hospital and soon passed away. 

One scripture says, “Beloved, 
think it not strange concerning the 
fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you. “Immediately fol- 
lowing He exhorts us how to re- 
ceive these things. How? “Rejoice 
(why?) inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ’s suffering.” 
What will be the reward if we do 
so? “When his glory shall be re- 
vealed ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy.” 

In the twelfth chapter of He- 
brews, in which the foregoing 
scriptures are found, we are re- 


where the 


minded of the chastisement given 
us by our earthly fathers, “and we 
‘gave them reverence: shall we not 
much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live? For 
they verily for a few days chasten- 
ed us; after their own pleasure; 
but he for our profit, that we might 
be partakers of His holiness. Now 
no chastening for the _ present 
seemeth to be joyous, but griev- 
ous; nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby.” | 

In these, the closing days of 
time, I believe that the chastening 
rod of the Lord is bearing down 
upon us more and more, and for 
what purpose? That the Bride of 
Christ may yield herself in sub- 
mission to whatever the chastise- 
ment may be, thereby obtaining a 
closer walk with God, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of the Lord. 

We read that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God, who are the called according 
to His purpose. Therefore, when 
trials and fierce temptations assail 
us, remember the above scripture 
and with a vice-like grip lay hold 
of that wonderful promise, that He 
will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able to bear, but 
will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it. So, beloved, there 
is a way made for our escape if we 
will pray, resist, submit, and look 
for it. 

Often we have heard people say, 
“T just had more than I could bear.” 
For the one who looketh unto God 
and passively submits and lets the 
refining process have free course, 
we know there is victory. Let God 
be true and every man a liar. Oft 
times we are made to seek the gar- 
den of Gethsemane and there 
alone, without the consolation of 
human sympathy, pray until that 
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same submissive spirit is obtain- 
ed. of which our dear Savior was 
made to partake in order that He 
might be able to succor those who 
are tempted; nevertheless, the gar- 
den experience brings us into clos- 
er relationship with Him for it is 
there that we learn the most won- 
derful lesson of prayer that was 
ever learned. When our soul is ex- 
ceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death, then it is that in order io 
obtain relief and help, we submit 
and with the blessed Savior ex- 
cla'm, “If it be possible let this cup 
pass from me, nevertheless not my 
will but thine be done.” I'll admit 
that we can no more submit to 
some circumstances of life with- 
out prayer than we could try to 
submit and thereby within our 
own selves become a child of God. 
Such submission might serve tem- 
porarily but would never stand the 
tests of the times which immedi- 
ately follow our submission. 

The great privilege of prayer is 
the blessed provision which has 
been made to enable us to attain 
strength of will power to overcome 
obstacles and which automatically 
serves two purposes. The power to 
submit and a deeper experience 
with God than we had heretofore. 
Is there some circumstance in your 
life which you cannot avoid with- 
out disobeying God? Then pray 
for submitting grace. The sooner 
the better. Do as the song says, 
“Let go and let God.” By flounder- 
ing around and trying to rid your- 
self of it, when you know you are 
going against God, will only cause 
you hours of bitterness and regret 
for eventually you will have to re- 
turn to the place where rebellion 
cook root and with an amen to 
God’s will submit. 

Perhaps the trial was caused by 
your taking some step in which 
God was not consulted, or if con- 
sulted it was with a self-willed 
spirit and God had no chance to 
save you from it. We learn by the 
Parable of the Prodigal Son that 
his father could do nothing for him 
until he came to himself and saw 
his need of help. The best way out - 
is to submit and be determined to 
ever afterward be guided by God. 

Perhaps you have prayed for 
some desire to be granted and un- 
wittingly said, “At any cost, Lord.” 
Now the chastisement of the Lord 
is laid upon you in order to bring 
to pass the thing that is most prof- 
itable unto you. Submit and _ let 
God work. Perhaps God _ looks 
down upon your steadfast heart 
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and atthe suggestion of Satan 
turns him loose upon you, with 
proper restraint, to prove you and 
make you an ensample to others. 
How do we know? God works in 
mysterious ways fiis wonders to 
perform. How do we know just 
why the test, when we try to do 
our best. Let’s just willingly sub- 
mit and if we never understand in 
this l'fe, we'll understand it better 
by and by. 


Poor Job, when he was being 
buffeted by the enemy, if he had 
known the glory and reward which 
awaited him, no doubt he could 
have much easier submitted. He 
only knew as we do, that glory 
awaited him beyond this vale of 
suffering, but read how God came 
on the scene and so richly reward- 
ed him. God does not in this dis- 
pensation reward us with tempor- 
al things but He is seeking a peo- 
ple on whom He can bestow the 
riches of His glory and adorn with 
the gifts of the Spirit. 


When we think of this instance 
of Job, we are reminded of a faith- 
ful shepherd watching his flock. 
Sometimes the sheep begin to 
wander out of range and lay them- 
selves liable to the enemy. The 
shepherd sees the danger and calls 
for his dog and with the command 
to round them up, sends him forth 
and causes them to retrace their 
steps. If they will willingly submit, 
the dog will do them no violence 
but if they rebel he at the com- 
mand of his master empioys more 
drastic measures. He snarls and 
bites at their heels sometimes 
causing injury before they learn 
the lesson of submission and turn 
back to the shepherd. Often this 
instance is exemplified in the lives 
of the children of God. The Shep- 
herd and Bishop of our souls is 
watching over us and if we begin 
to wander too far away or if there 
are greener pastures into which 
He desires to take us, He allows 
the hand of the enemy to be laid 
upon us, as a general thing lightly 
at first, but if we do not submit 
and seek to know His object in His 
thus dealing with us, He allows the 
chastisement to come a little 
stronger. Many, many are the ones 
who do not see the hand of God in 
the rough side of life, consequent- 
ly fail to surrender, therefore fail 
to get the blessing. 


Think of the submission of the 
blessed Son of God, His trials and 
crucifixion. Jesus knew it was 
God’s will for Him to go to Cal- 
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vary. He knew there was no way 
of pleasing the Father otherwise. 
Suppose when He was taken to 
trial He had resented and tried to 
defend Himself. It would only have 
made matters worse and eventual- 
ly He would have had to go God’s 
way. But praise God, we read that 
He was led as a _ sheep to the 
slaughter, and as a lamb _ before 
his shearers is dumb, so He open- 
ed not His mouth. This was true 
submission, the place we must at- 
tain under all circumstances, over 
which we have no control without 
displeasing Him. The following 
chorus voices the sentiment of my 
message to the fullest extent when 
submission has had her perfect 
work in us: 


It takes the storm clouds to form 
the rainbow, 

It takes the nighttime to show the 
stars; 

It takes the crushing to bring forth 
fragrance, 

And make eternal life’s withering 
flower; 

It takes the furnace the gold to 
brighten, 

The sculptor’s chisel with blow on 
blow, 

The marble shaft in such polished 
beauty, 

So trials make God’s love to glow.”

The Sounding 


M. E. DRAKE 
The Second Trumpet 


“Sounded, and as it were a great 
mountain burning with fire was 
cast into the sea: and _ the third 
part of the sea became blood; and 
the third part of the creatures 
which were in the sea, and had 
life, died; and the third part of the 
ships were destroyed.” The image 
of the burning mountain appeared 
to John but not a literal mountain. 
He plainly tells us “as it were a 
fiery mountain.” Exactly what it 
was he could not explain nor des- 
cribe but it turned the waters of 
the sea into blood. Just an ordina- 
ry mountain wouldn’t do this but 
this fiery mass that resembled a 
mountain, did. When God came 
down on Mount Sinai the moun- 
tain burned with fire with clouds 
as thick as darkness. Deut. 4:11. 
The great mountain falling from 
the skies is meteoric rather than 
volcanic, thundering and flashing 
dashing into the ocean. 


Lest you be in doubt about this, 
remember God’s dealings with 
Egypt in the days of Moses when 
he lifted up the rod and smote the 
waters that were in the river Nile 
and all the waters that were in the 
river were turned to blood. Exod. 
7:20. Psa. 105:29, “He turned their 
waters into blood.” Psa. 78:44, 
“And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
could not drink.” That was fresh 
water but it made no difference 
with God. He can do the same with 
salt water. If one be literal, why 
not the other? The result is that 
one third part of the sea_ will be- 
come bloody, poisonous, even that 
the creatures in that part will die. 
That coagulated blood will halt the 
mightiest ships and by so doing 
will maroon cargo; passengers and 
property will perish helpless in 
that mighty grip. Fishes are one of 
God’s best gifts to man, and 
splendid for food. Jesus Himself 
ate fish and they figured in many 
of His parables and in some of His 
miracles, and while the punish- 
ment of men is going on, it is rea- 
sonable that the fish will perish al- 
so as well as the trees and fruit of 
the earth. Hosea, speaking of the 
judgment of the earth, said the 
fishes of the sea shall be taken 
away, Hosea 4:1-3. Zephaniah 
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of the Seven Trumpets 


says (1:3), “I will consume man 
and beast; I will consume the 
fowls of heaven and the fishes of 
the sea and the stumbling blocks 
of the wicked. I will cut off man 
from off the land, saith the Lord.” 

Isa. 2:12, “For the day of the 
Lord of host shall be upon every 
one that is proud and lofty and 
upon every one that is lifted up 
and he shall be brought low.” v. 
16, “And upon the ships of Tar- 
shish.” 

Third Trumpet 


“And there fell a great star from 
heaven burning as it were a lamp, 
and it fell upon the third part of 
the rivers and upon the fountains 
of waters, and the name of the 
Star is called Wormwood and the 
third part of the waters became 
wormwood and many men died of 
the waters because they were 
made bitter.” In most instances we 
quote a star as being an angel but 
in this case the reading seems to 
turn to a comet and not a natural 
thing but a supernatural striking 
the earth. We could suggest sever- 
al views but anyway it is absorbed 
by the waters and John saw the 
waters still running and the foun- 
tains flowing. He discerned a 
change in them by the meteor or 
star that he saw fall and it render- 
ed them deadly to those who drank 
of them. Here may be a blessing 
to those who are left to go thru 
the tribulation when recalling 
Mark’s writing. Mark 16:18, “And 
if they shall drink any deadly thing 
it shall not hurt them,” that is the 
believers. 

The name assigned to the mete- 
or is wormwood. Wormwood or 
absinth is a bitter intoxicating, 
poisonous herb. When used freely 
it produces convulsions, paralysis, 
and death. This star is appropyi- 
ately named absinth; and is the 
embodiment of the poisonous bit- 
terness and’ poison is communicat- 
ed to whatever it touches, rivers, 
springs, and pools of water. Now if 
one meteor can turn the third part 
of the sea to blood, why not anoth- 
er meteor turn the third part of the 
fountains and rivers to deadly bit- 
terness of absinth? March 21, 
1823, a great volcanic explosion 
caused the river water to assume 
the color of beer. It was so ex- 
tremely bitter as to be unfit for use 
in the Aleutian Islands. 


Jer. 9:15, 16, “Therefore thus 
saith the Lord of host, the God of 
Israel, Behold I will feed them ey- 
en this people with wormwood and 
give them water of gall to drink.” 
A good fresh drink of water would 
be worth much in this day. Psa. 
69:21, “They gave me (Christ) al- 
so gall for my meat and in my 
thirst they gave me vinegar to 
drink.”” Whatsoever a man soweth 
that shall he also reap.’”’ Lam. 4:4, 
“The tongue of the sucking chiid 
cleaveth to the roof of his mouth 
for thirst: the young children ask 
bread, and no man breaketh it un- 
to them.” Don’t think it strange 
that the unbelieving world that of- 
fered the precious Son of God vin- 
egar and gall to drink should have 
this deadly bitter absinth or worm- 
wood as a part of the wrath of the 
great tribulation. There are many 
now who despise pure water as un- 
fit to drink. In that day they will 
deein it as precious life itself. 

Fourth Trumpet 

“And the third part of the sun 
was smitten and the third part of 
the moon, and a third part of the 
stars so as the third part of them 
was darkened, and the day shone 
not for a third part of it and the 
night likewise.’’ We have seen the 
judgments of God go forth thru 
the iand and on spreading disaster 
everywhere suffermg and death. 
This trumpet relates to things 
above as Jesus foretold. There 
shall be signs in the sun and in the 
moon and in the stars. Luke 21:25. 
Then the sun, moon, and stars are 
to only shine with two-thirds of 
their force and by so doing will dis- 
turb the growth of vegetation 
changing the seasons, hindering 
the ripening of fruits and harvest, 
filling the world with chill and 
sickening gloom. Oh, what a time! 

Hear Isaiah as he warns us (13: 
9), “For the stars of heaven and 
the constellations thereof shall not 
give their light, the sun shall be 
darkened in his going forth and 
the moon shall not cause her light 
to shine, and I will punish the 
world for their evil and the wicked 
for their iniquity; I will lay low the 
haughtiness of the terrible.” Ezek. 
32:7, 8, “And when I shall put thee 
out I will cover the heaven and 
make the stars thereof dark. I will 
cover the sun with a cloud and the 
moon shall not give her light. All 
the bright lights of heaven will I 
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make dark over thee and set dark- 
ness upon thy land, saith the Lord 
God.” Joel 2:10, “The earth shall 
quake before them, the heavens 
shall tremble, the sun and the 
moon shall be dark and the stars 
shall withdraw their shining.” V. 
30, 31, “And I will shew wonders 
in the heavens and in the earth 
blood and fire and pillars of 
smoke. The sun shall be’ turned 
into darkness and the moon into 
blood before the great and terrible 
day of che Lord come.” Joel 3:15, 
‘ihe sun and moon shall be dark- 
ened and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining.” Amos 5:20, “Shall 
not the day of the Lord be dark- 
ness and not light even very dark 
and no brightness in it?” Read 
Zeph. 1:14-18, also Matt. 24:29, 
which are all unfulfilled. 


think this so 
strange when there were three 
days of darkness in the land of 
Egypt, Exod. 10:22, a part of God’s 
judgment upon Egypt. History oi- 
ten repeats itself ,even now there 
is much talk of the seasons chang- 
ing and spots on the sun, etc. 
Many different reasons are assign- 
ed. This is the order of the fourth 
trumpet, yet these are only the 
preliminaries and preludes of the 
plagues to follow. Even sin itselt 
has a voice in heaven and is heard 
as well as the prayers of the saints. 
And we can better understand it 
now than what we could a_ few 
years ago, hence we are taught 
that the air is full of voices that 
lay in layers like a stack cake and 
the radio has proved that the voice 
travels for many miles and can be 
heard on the housetop as well as 
in the house, so don’t curse the 
king in your bedchamber for a lit- 
tle bird shall tell the matter. And 
we are taught that sentence 
against an evil work be not exe- 
cuted speedily therefore the hearts 
of the sons of men are set in them 
to do evil. Though a sinner do evil 
a hundred times and his days be 
prolonged, yet surely I know that 
it shall be well with them that fear 
God, which fear before Him, but it 
shall not be well with the wicked, 
neither shall He prolong his days 
which are as a shadow because he 
feareth not before God. Unregen- 
erated men and women may flour- 
ish in their iniquities for a while 
and blaspheme for a season but 
judgment is sure to come. The 
world may mock and jeer at the 
followers of Christ but He will not 
always keep silerit and when these

MICAIAH SPEAKS THE TRUTH 
TEXT: 1 Kings 22:1-14—-MEMORY VERSE: Prov. 12:22. 
TIME: About 853 B. C. — PLACE: Samaria.

LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
PEACE BETWEEN ISRAEL AND 
SYRIA 

V. 1. “And they continued three years 
without war between Syria and Israel.” 
“Three years (not full years as the next 
verse shows) are to be counted from the 
second defeat of Benhadad; the history, 
that is to say, is resumed from ch. 20: 
34-43. Rawlinson conjectures that it was 
during this period that the Assyrian ‘n- 
vasion, under Shalmaneser II, took place. 
The Black Obelisk tells us that Ahab of 
Jezree] joined a league of kings, of whom 
Benhadad was one, against the Assyrians, 
furnishing a force of 10,000 footmen and 
2000 chariots; see “Hist. Illust.” pp. 113, 
114. 

V. 2. “And it came to pass in the third 
year.” During which there was peace be- 
tween Syria and Israel. “That Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah came down to the 
king of Israel.” Jehoshaphat king of Ju- 
dah had done much to reform the realm 
of his kingdom by putting down idolatry 
and exalting the worship of Jehovah. But 
Ahab king of Israel, whose wife was the 
abominable Jezebel and seemingly the 
embiem of cruelty incarnate, seemingiy 
placed no restraint on the idolatry of his 
people. Ahab’s capital was Samaria. 

THE CAUSE OF WAR 

V. 3. “And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants.” Rather his “braintrust” or 
councillors and officers. “Know ye that 
Ramoth in Gilead is ours.” Ramoth-gilead, 
that is, of Gilead, a great frontier fortress 
at that time in the hands of Syria which 
after many reverses Was a constant men- 
ace to Israel, Benhadad had promised to 
restore it to the cities of Israel, 1 Kings 
20:34. It was also one of the cities of re- 
fuge on the east of Jordan, a Levitica! 
city. “And we be still.” That is, did not 
claim their rights which Benhadad had 
promised to restore. “And take it not out 
of the hand of the king of Syria.” Ahab 
had beaten the Syrian monarch in battle 
twice, 1 Kings 20, but had not put him 
to death, for which he was rebuked by the 
prophet of Jehovah, 1 Kings 20:35, 43. He 
had been warned that he must pay with 
his life for allowing Benhadad to escape, 
V. 39, 40. Thus Ahab plotted against the 
king of Syria at the cost of his own life. 

AN UNHOLY ALLIANCE 

Vv. 4. “And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to Ramoih- 
gilead?” War lords always desire to re- 


cruit the efforts of those whose  king- 
dom subjects are at peace to further the 
greed and lust of the spoil of war. “And 
Jehoshaphat saia to the king of Israel, I 
am as thou art, my people as thy people, 
my horses as thy horses.” The king of 
Judah placed himself and his army at 
the disposal of Ahab king of Israel. Pari- 
ly because by marriage alliance with the 
house of Ahab, also possibly because be 
feared that if Syria was not beaten they 
might override the northern kingdom of 
Israel and cause trouble in the kingdom 
of Judah. 

V. 5. “And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee, at 
the word of the Lord to day.” It was re- 
garded as a time of crisis. Ahab may 
have been encouraged by his false propht 
ets but had not mentioned it to Jehosha- 
phat, however, the king he was, would nut 
advance upon such an important under- 
taking without the counsel of Jehovah. 
Ahab’s former victories had been won by 
the counsel of a prophet. This was per- 
haps known to Jehoshaphat who thought 
counse] at this time both timely and wise. 

FALSE PROPHETS 

V. 6. “Then the king of Israel gathered 
the prophets together, about four hun- 
dred men.” From the number (cf. ch. 18: 
19) it has been concluded that these were 
“prophets of the groves,” i. e., of Astarte, 
who escaped the massacre of the Baal 
prophets (ch. 18:40). Others have sup- 
posed that they were prophets of Baal. 
But both these suppositions are nega- 
tived (1) by the fact that Jehoshaphat 
asks Ahab to “inquire at the word of Je- 
hovah,” gnd (2) that these prophets pro- 
fess to speak in the name and by the 
Spirit of Jehovah (vers. 11, 12, 24). More- 
over (3) Ahab would hardly have insult- 
ed Jehoshaphat by bringing tne prophets 
of Baal or Astarte before him (Water- 
land in Wordsworth). And yet that they 
were not true prophets of the Lord, or of 
the “sons of the prophets,” appears (1) 
from ver. 7, where Jehoshaphat asks for 
a “prophet of the Lord;” and (2), from 
ver. 20 sqq., where Micaiah disclaims 
them, and is found in direct opposition 


to them. “And _ said unto them, 
Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead 
to battle, or shall I _ forbear?” 
These _ prophets were confronted 


with the responsibility of the nation’s 
welfare yet they hesitated not to answer 
in the voice of falsehood and uncertain- 
ty. They had no conviction of conscience. 


THIRTEEN 


“And they said, Go up; for the Lord 
shall deliver it into the hand of the 
king.” Perhaps influenced by what they 
knew Ahab wanted they commanded him 
to go up. Thus a man headed in the 
wrong direction they acted as a powerful 
incentive to rush him forward to des- 
truction. This they did by assuming the 
role of an angel of light. 

Vv. 7. “And Jehoshaphat said, Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord besides, 
that we might enquire of him?” Jehosha- 
phat recognized that the four hundred 
prophets had not spoken in the name of 
Jehovah, Jehoshaphat no doubt thought it 
possible for Ahab to secure the services 
of Elijah who may have at that time been 
in Gilead. 

Vv. 8. “And the king of Israel said un- 
to Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom we 
may enquire of the Lord.” Micaiah has 
left no sacred writings of his prophetical 
career yet his answer to king Ahah and 
its fulfillment proves that he was an In- 
spired prophet. “But I hate him; for he 
doth not prophesy good concerning me, 
but evil.” There is a hesitancy of those 
who live sinful and wicked lives to want 
to face the true prophet of God, or can 
those who yield themselves to exercise 
sinful practice expect a message of com- 
fort and consolation in time of testings 
and difficulty? For this reason he des- 
pised Micaiah, Jehovah’s true prophet. 
“And Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king 
say so.” A polite manner in which Jehos- 
haphat disagreed with king Ahab’s opin- 
ion of Jehovah’s prophet. 

JEHOVAH’S TRUE PROPHET 

Vv. 9. “Then the king of Israel called 
an officer, and said, Hasten hither Mi- 
caiah the son of Imlah.” Regardless of 
his opinion of the prophet he must in or- 
der to hold the favor of Jehoshaphat 
comply with his request. He will face the 
evil forecast of prophecy if he may but 
lean upon the king of Judah. 

Vv. 10. “And the king of Israel 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat each 
on his throne.” Oriental] kings had porta- 
ble thrones which they took with them 
in their journeys. “Having put on their 
robes.” Perhaps desirous to make iv a 
very impressive occasion, and certainly a 
contrast to the poorly clad prophet of 
Jehovah, thus 1 Cor. 1:18-25 here fore- 
shadows itself. “In a void place in the 
entrance of the gate of Samaria.” Not 
only an open or vacant place but an ex- 
alted position in a kind of public square 
and suitable for public assemblies in 
those times. “And all the prophets pro- 
phesied before them.” No doubt Ahab 
thought he was having a real Pentecostal 
meeting until Micaiah, Jehovah’s prophet, 
set aside the incredulous ministry of 
false prophets whose ministry had missed 
the mark. 

ZEDEKIAH’S DRAMATIC PROPHECY 

Vv. 11. “And Zedekiah the son of 
Chenaanah made him horns of iron.” 
Judging from his name his parents were 
followers of Jehovah and knew nothing 
of the evil devices which he was enact- 
ing in Israel. He sought to visualize his 


and 
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prophecy by a dramatic play. “And said, 
Thus saith the Lord.” That is, Jehovah 
since it was His word that Jehoshaphat 
desired. “With these shalt thou push the 
Syrians, until thou have consumed 
them.” That is, until they perish. He is 
trying to act out the part of Deut. 33:17 
where it was said of Ephriam, that his 
horns are like the horns of unicorns: 
with them he shall push the people to- 
gether to the ends of the earth. In the 
east horns were a symbol of power, Psa. 
89:24. 


V. 12. “And all the prophets prophe- 
sied so, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper.” Bound by the influence of 
the king if they did not feel he would 
be victorious they dared not utter a 
word. “For the Lord shall deliver it in- 
to the king’s hand.” If the expedition had 
been suecessful they would all gladly «ac- 
cept the credit of being a true seer and 
if not they did not desire to become the 
king’s enemy by prophesying against 
him. 


“And tre messenger that was 
gone to call Micaiah spake unto him, 
saying, Behold now, the words of the 
prophets declare good unto the king with 
one mouth.” This quack messenger 
thought it wise to tell Micaiah the ac- 
cord of the prophets. He was perhaps 
seeking a “brotherhcod of faiths.” Seem- 
‘ngly Micaiah knew nothing of the popu- 
lar prophecies that were prevalent in 
the citv of Samaria, “Let thy word, I 


V. 13. 
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pray thee, be like the word of one of 
them, and speak that which is good.” The 
messenger may have sought to protect 
Micaiah from the wrath of Ahab, not e- 
cognizing the more grave danger of his 
becoming a fa'se prophet nor his solemn 
duty to properly represent Jehovah and 


protect tre welfare of his people from 
slaughter. 
V. 14. “And Micaiah said, As_ the 


Lord liveth.” The most solemn name he 
could pronounce to attest the sincerity 
of his intention. “What the Lord saith 
unto me, that will I speak.” It seems 
that bo:h Ahab and the messenger 
thought the prophet could guide his mes- 
sage at his own will and pleasure. Such 
is not the case of the true and inspired 
prophet. His message comes from a sud- 
den apocalyses, 1 Cor. 12:30, an incident 
for each occasion. 


BOWLING GREEN, Ky.—A very 
successful revival has just closed at 
Bowling Green, Ky. conducted by 
Carl A. Stanly, pastor, and E. O.

ABUSES

the instituted kingdom of Heaven. 
The argument is further augment- 
ed by the fact that the Holy City 
had twelve foundations and in 
them the names of the twelve 
apostles, Rev. 21:14. The city also 
had twelve gates and at the gates 
were twelve angels and there was 
written upon the gates the names 
of the twelve tribes of the children 
of Israel. The twelve gates were 
also twelve pearls. The foundation 
of the city also had twelve stones 
and the measure of it was twelve 
thousand furlongs. The wall of the 
city is 144 cubits, a multiple of 
twelve. 

Jesus, our King or Governor, of 
this wonderful city, made His first 
appearance in public at the age of 
twelve years ,Luke 2:42. Dr. Bul- 
linger has further pointed out that, 
“twelve legions of angels mark 
the perfection of angelic powers,” 
Matt. 26:53. And let us remember 
that the counterfeit government as 
instituted by Antichrist is stamped 
with the number six or half the 
number of twelve. It is particularly 
significant also that the Greek 


word “aula” translated palace, 
which is the legal seat of the King, 
occurs twelve times. 
The Number Seventy 

The next number of ministeria! 
tank chosen by Christ was the se- 
venty mentioned in Luke 10:1. 
Th's number seems to have been 
a parallel to the Jewish Sanhedrin 
in Israel. Had the Jews understood 
the deep and spiritual s‘gnificance 
of the numbers twelve and seven- 
ty, they would have understood 
that Jesus was building up a gov- 
ernmental order that was to take 
the place of the Israelitish king- 
dom. Seventy souls came out of 
the loins of Jacob, Gen. 46:27; Ex. 
1:5. Through these the nation of 


the Israelites was built up, over 
which seventy elders formed a 
governmental tribunal, Ex. 24:1; 


Num. 11:16. Consequently we find 
in the selection of the twelve and 
seventy a divine mark always as- 
sociated with government. 


PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE 


The apostate stamp is all over 
the present day, united church 
movement. One of their speakers 
has said, “The inerrancy and in- 
fallibility of the Bible are no longer 
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possible of belief among reason- 
able men.” Another said, “There is 
one type of people we do_ not de- 
sire to yoke up with this move- 
ment—those who have nothing to 
do but save souls.”” They deny the 
diety of Christ, the sinfulness of 
men, the need of regeneration, the 
fact of Christ’s return, and man’s 
dispensational failure. In place of 
the regenerating gospel and the 
ministerial commission of Eph. 4, 
i. e. (perfecting the saints) work 
of the ministry and edifying of the 
body of Christ, “they substitute a 
program of moral reform, law en- 
forcement, international morality 
and world peace.”

George Muller testifies, “It is of- 
ten said, for the sake of peace and 
union, we should not be very par- 
ticular as to certain parts of truth; 
keep them back and treat them as 
matters of no moment; I humbly 
siate that I entirely differ from 
this view; for I do not see _ that 
such union is of real, lasting, or 
scriptural value. We are not at lib- 
erty lightly to esteem, undervalue, 
keep in the background—much 
less GIVE UP—the truth, even for 
the sake of union.” 

The Bible points the lawful way 
to union. “If we walk in the light 

. we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.’’ Christians wiil have union 
in the prec:se degree in which they 
obey ths plain Word of the Lord. 

The above refers to unity of the 
Spirit.
